ler, the assassin of the Austrian pre- 
mier, Count Stuergkh, is being held 
by the police awaiting trial. He main- 
tains complete composure. The popu-

the 
assassination. 


Throughout 
the 
empire, Dr. Adler's 


act is deplored, and looked upon as 
the deed of a fanatic. Dr. Adler is a 
socialist, but severed his connection 
with the party some time ago on ac- 
count of its attitude in supporting the 
government's war policy. 
^ 
Morose Disposition. 


Fhe assassin is known 
as 
being 
very morose. He has one brother in 
an insane asylum, as well as a sister. 
He has been troubled for a long time 
with heart disease, and has been In 
poor health for many years, so that 
although he is only thirty-seven years 
of age. he gives the impression of be- 
ing an aged man. He has two chil- 
dren. 
His wife is an invalid. 
Close Student. 
After studying chemistry and work- 
ing several years as a chemist, Adler 
went to Switzerland. He returned to 
Austria shortly before the war, Im- 
bued with/ extreme Marxian theories, 
which 
he advanced in a periodical 
called Das Volk. This paper ceased 
publication at the outbreak of the war. 
Subsequently Dr. Adler founded Der 
Kampf in which 
he -treated social 
problems in an able, scientific man- 
ner. 
Political Assassination, 
The 
assassination was 
political, 
since Dr. Adler was entirely unknown 
to the premier. 
He recently desired 
socialists to take certain action against 
the premier, but 
his proposal was 
viewed unfavorably 
by the 
party. 
Then he cut loose, from the soc'alists. 
He 
continued 
publication 
of 
Der 
Kampf'and shunned all society. Bein* 
independently wealthy, he was able to 
follow such a course. 
Premier Prominent. 
Count Stuergkh was little known to 
the Austrian public until he became 
premier. His tenure of office brought 
in no great cbangen, though some 
were expected when he became head 
of the government. 
Thus far It is un- 
known who will succeed him, but the 
impression, is neither the attitude of 
the government, nor the course of the 
war, will be influenced by Dr. Adler's 


Work of Crank. 
Government circles here regard the 
killing of Premier Stuergkh as the act 
of a political crank, which in no wise 
can influence 'the political situation or 
course of the war.

Berlin's Views. 
Berlin, Oct. 23.—All accounts m the 
morning papers agree in calling the 
assassination of Premier Stuergkh of 
Austria tha deed of an irresponsible 
political fanatic, if 'not a new neuras- 
thenic, whose mind has 
given way 
under the strain of war. Dr. Frederich 
Adler, the assassin, is described by 


acquaintances as a man of naturally 
fanatical 
temperament, 
and one in 
whose family Insanity runs. His BlB- 
ter has been in an insane asylum for 
years 
These acquaintances say Adler 
has given the Impression: for months 
of one whose nerves were stretched 
to breaking point.

Dutch officials candidly admit they 
will flght England for any unneutra 
act against or upon Dutch soil; and 
that the same thing goes for Germany 
Holland will flght her for the same 
reasons and jjust as quickly. 
Holland is devoting as much time 
material and energy to the upbuilding 
of her army as she is to the develop- 
ment of her navy. 
Today it is the queen who is the 
"woman of the hour" and the real 
leader of ihe government of Holland. 
Every morning at 6:30 she is at her 
desk and she works all day. She at-

ministerial

and sue Is said to have written the 
eleven st parts of many of Holland's 
protest notes to both Great Britain 
and Germany.
